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THE MONSTER OF PELADON

The Doctor returns to Peladon, the scene of an earlier adventure when 
he persuaded the king of this primitive planet to join the Galactic 
Federation. (The Curse of Peladon: Serial MMM) 


Unfortunately, but not to Sarah Jane Smith unexpectedly, the time 
co-ordinates of the Tardis ate functioning erratically and they arrive 
some forty years after the first visit. King Peladon is dead and his 
daughter Thalira is Queen =- a puppet ruler because she is a woman, and 
dominated by the Chancellor, Ortron. The Galactic Federation is at 
war with Galaxy Five, and needs Peladon's one asset —- the vital mineral 
trisilicate. 


A mysterious apparition, the "Spirit of Aggedor" is killing and terrifying 
the already oppressed miners, who are in a state of revolt. The Doctor 
and Sarah fall foul of Ortron and are saved only by the intervention of 
the Doctor's old friend, Alpha Centauri, now the Galactic Federation's 
Ambassador. Also on Peladon is an earthman, Eckersley, one of the 
Federation's mining engineers. 


Armed revolt by the miners panics Alpha Centauri into sending for 
Federation troops. They arrive in the form of Commander Azaxyr and his 
Ice Warriors, who begin a rule of brutal repression, which provokes the 
miners into further revolt. 


The Doctor discovers that the "Spirit of Aggedor" is a technical apparition 
produced by Eckersley, who is in a conspiracy with Azaxyr to seize control 
of Peladon's trisilicate and deliver it to Galaxy Five. By exposing 

and defeating the plot, the Doctor is able to bring peace to Peladon, 
improve the lot of the miners, and bring the war to an end. 


After tactfully refusing the offer of the post of High Chancellor =- he 


suggests the miners! leader Gebek would be an excellent man for the job - 
he and Sarah leave in the Tardis.

Episode One (Rec. No. 90340) 


In a huge gloomy cavern in the heart of Paladon's sacred mountain, a 
group of miners is pushing along a sonic lance, urged by their leader 
Ettis. Then there is a terrifying roar, a beam of light, and one of 
the miners fall to the ground as the others flee. 


Eckersley, a mining expert from earth, and his fellow-expert Vega 

Nexos, are discussing the progress of the operation, which is not going 
as fast as planned because of the reluctance of the Pals to use modern 
equipment, although they have agreed to try the sonic lance. Then 
Ettis rushes pastsEckersley stops him, and is told that the use of alien 
equipment has brought upen them the wrath of the spirit of Aggedor. 


Thalira, sixteen-year-old Queen of Peladon, is given an account of what 
has happened by Eckersley. Also present are Ortron, Chancellor and 
High Priest of Peladon, Blor, the Queen's Champion, Vega Nexos and the 
Ambassador of the Galactic Federation, Alpha Centauri. 


Vega Nexos refuses to accept a supernatural explanation, and puts the 
incident down to sabotage. Thalira asks them to arrange a demonstration 
of the sonic lance so that her people can see that she has no fear of it. 
When the others leave, Ortron protests, but she reminds him that it was 
her father's dream to see Peladon a civilised planet and a full member of 
the Galactic Federation. The late King signed a treaty; it must be 
honoured. 


In the meantime, the Tardis has materialised in a tunnel. Doctor Who 

has come to visit his old friend King Peladon. Sarah is not impressed 
by what she can see of the country, and it is with some reluctance that 
she follows the Doctor on his way to the citadel. 


The demonstration is about to take place but Gebek, leader of the Miners? 
Guild, is still not satisfied. A guard reports that he has seen aliens 
materialising in the tunnel. Ortron orders them to be rounded up and 
destroyed. Then the roar that the miners heard is repeated; Vega 

Nexos goes to investigate, and is killed. 


The Doctor and Sarah are taken before the Queen. Fortunately the Doctor 
is at once recognised by Alpha Centauri, and they are released into his 
custody, in spite of Ortron's protests. 


Ettis thinks Peladon is being dominated by the Federation, and wants to 
fight. Gebek says they must do nothing until he has spoken to the Queen. 
He manages to get an audience, and begs her to send the Federation aliens 
away. Otherwise there will be war and rebellion on Peladon. 


In the meantime, Ettis and other miners are attacking the armoury. with 
the Doctor's connivance, Gebek manages to escape from the throne room. 
Doctor Who then offers to help by proving his belief that Aggsdor's 
appearances are caused by trickery. He leaves with the escort of the 
Queen's Champion, Blor. They reach the cave where the trisilicate is 
mined, only to be caught in an explosion set off by Ettis which blocks 
the exit. Then, as they start to move the rocks, the spirit of Aggedor 
appears and Blor is caught in the blast. 
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Episode Two (Rec. No. 90342) 


Gebek arrives and using the sonic lance to clear the debris, brings 
the Doctor out of the cave, just as the spirit materialises once 
again. 


Sarah is talking to Alpha Centauri when an emergency is announced 
over the loudspeakers; she goes to look for the Doctor. 


The Doctor offers to help the miners by discovering what is behind 
the appearances of the spirit of Aggedor. Then the guards arrive, 
but he manages to escape them with Gebek and Ettis. 


In the meantime, Sarah has managed to iose herself, and she reaches 

the refinery which is locked. She sees someone inside, and inadvertently 
she triggers off the sonic automatic defence system. Fortunately, before 
she suffers any damage, she is rescued by Eckersley. 


In another part of the tunnels Gebek is telling the Doctor about the way 
the miners have suffered and are still suffering. In spite of being 
promised that the Federation would improve matters, their conditions 

are still the same. Gebek is impressed by the Doctor's advice, and 
tells the others that there is to be no more fighting until he gives 
permission. But when the bulk of the miners leave, Ettis and two 
friends decide to make another attack on the armoury. 


Ortron feels that the Doctor is behind the trouble; after all the wrath 
of Aggedor began to make itself felt as he arrived on the planet. His 
advice is that the Doctor must be captured and executed. So must Gebek 
and the other rebel leaders. 


Alpha Centauri and Sarah are captured by Ettis and his friends, and the 
ambassador is ordered to open the armoury door. Otherwise Sarah will 
suffer. The door is opened, and the Pels help themselves to weapons. 
The alarm machinery is activated, and Sarah is seized as hostage. She 
manages to escape, but is captured by Ortron's guards, and is taken to 
the temple for trial. Then the Doctor arrives, but is unable to convince - 
the High Priest of Sarah's innocence. Alpha Centauri, in the throne 
room, soon persuades Thalira what the true situation is, but she has to 
admit that she has no authority in the temple. Sarah and Doctor Who 
are pushed down a pit and find themselves in a dungeon with the real 
live Aggedor. 


Episode Three (Rec.No. 90433) 


The judgement of Aggedor vindicates the Doctor and he and Sarah return 
with Thalira to the throne room. The Queen asks him the best way of 
dealing with the revolt. The Doctor tells her to send for Gebek, tell 
him that the miners will have a better way of life and make sure that 
they get it. When the men leave, Sarah gives some advice. Thalira 
is the Queens; therefore she should act like a queen and refuse to be 
dictated to by Ortron. 


In the meantime Eckersley too has been giving advice - to Alpha Centauri. 
The Ambassador sends to Federation Headquarters for reinforcements. 


Ettis is advising the miners, now that they are armed, to attack the 
citadel, force the Queen to agree to their demands, and expel the aliens 
from the planet. 


The Doctor is worried about the arrival of the reinforcements. He 
attempts to leave the citadel in spite of Ortron's orders, is arrested, 
and taken to the dungeons. 


The rebels attack, and capture the sonic lance. Sarah manages to get 
a message to Gebek from the Doctor; the Queen is willing to see him. 


Thalira and Ortron have much the same reaction to the arrival of 
Federation troops as the Doctor. Alpha Centauri says regulations make 
it impossible to cancel the summons. Sarah has a suggestion: if 
everything appears to be in order on Peladon, the troops will go. 


Sarah and Gebek manage to release the Doctor, while in a cave Ettis and 
his men are pulling the sonic lance into a position from which it will 
dominate the citadel. i 


The Doctor and Gebek make their way to the refinery; the former thinks 
that the Aggedor mechanism is being worked from there. 


In the meantime Ortron has managed to persuade the miners who are not 
under Ettis's influence of the advisability of showing a peaceful united 
front before the Federation soldiers. But Aggedor then appears once 
more. 


The first of the Federation troops appears =- an Ice Warrior. 


Episode Four (Rec. No. 90461) 


The Ice Warriors are commanded by Azaxyr3; his second-in=command is 
Sskel. He announces that Peladon is now under martial law, and his 
first priority is the despatch of trisilicate, which is vital to the 
Federation in their preparations for war with Galaxy Five. Hostages 
have been taken; until the miners return to work a number of them will 
be executed each day. 


Ettis is making plans to rescue Gebek. Once the miners’ leader is safe 
he will make use of the sonic lance to issue an ultimatum. 


The Queen and Alpha Centauri protest about Azaxyr's methods. The 

Doctor asks what will happen if they do not take effect. The Ice Warrior 
says that in that case Federation workers and machinery will be brought 

in to do the work. In the face of this Gebek and Ortron come together, 
each saying that Azaxyr will be opposed by every man, woman and child 

on the planet. The only answer to this is that the space fleet will 
blast the planet to dust. If the Federation cannot have the trisilicate, 
Galaxy Five certainly will not. Azaxyr, however, hopes for a peaceful 
solution. At that moment Ettis and his friends break in to rescue Gebek. 
At once the Ice Warriors fire and, apart from Ettis who manages to get 
away, all the miners are killed. 


Azaxyr's first impulse is to have the Doctor executed, but when he hears 
that this is the one man who could influence Gebek to order a return to 
work, he spares him. Doctor Who and Sarah are left under the guard of 
Ssekl, along with Alpha Centauri. Sarah recognises Ssekl as the person 
she saw in through the refinery window, and the Doctor realises that the 
Ice Warriors have been on Peladon all the time. Azaxyr is not acting on 
behalf of the Federation; he is working out some plan of his own. 

Alpha Centauri tries to send a message to Federation headquarters, only 
to have it jammed by the Ice Warrior's space ships. 


Doctor Who asks Gebek to persuade his men to give the Ice Warriors the 
impression that they are co-operating. They agree. The Doctor, now 
imprisoned in the communications room, turns up the heating system; 

the men from Mars dislike warmth. Ettis learns what is happening, and 
tells one of the miners that he is now going to destroy the citadel 
with everyone in it. 


The arrangement is that as soon as Gebek gives a signal Ortron's guards 
will join the miners in attack on the Ice Warriors. The attack begins; 
the Ice Warriors, although weakened by the heat, are still powerful. 

The miners win the battle, and Gebek learns of the plan Ettis is about 
to put into operation. When the Doctor, who has escaped, learns about 
this, he leaves Sarah with Gebek and makes his way to the cave. In 

the meantime the girl has been taken prisoner by Azaxyr's mene 


On a television screen Azaxyr and the others watch the Doctor reach Ettis. 
The Ice Warrior says he has already pre-set a self-destruct device in 

the sonic lance; it will explode if anyone tries to fire it. The 
Doctor is knocked out, and then Ettis is destroyed when the machine blows 


up. 


Episode Five (Rec. No. 90712) 


The Doctor is presumed dead. Azaxyr orders Eckersley to turn off the 
ventilating system of the mines to force the workers to the surface. 


However, the Doctor is alive, and when he recovers consciousness he 
returns to the mines where..he learns what is happening from Gebeke 


Thalira, Sarah and Ortron are in the throne room when Alpha Centauri 
comes in with the news that Azaxyr is going to conscript all able-bodied 
Pels to work in the trisilicate mines. fhe only means of communication 
with the Federation is a spatial distress beacon which will send out a 
general call for help. Sarah says that they must go to the commucations 
room and activate it. Thalira decides to leave as well; she will join 
her people in the mines. Sarah and Alpha Centauri get away, but Thalira 
is prevented by Sskel. Ortron goes to her rescue, but is killed. 

Azaxyr comes in, and Thalira tells him that the others have gone to the 
mines, 
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Alpha Centauri manages to activate the beacon. In the communications 
room he and Sarah, on a monitor screen, see and hear Azaxyr and Eckersley 
talking, and realise that both men are in the conspiracy, and that they 
are about to begin shipping the trisilicate to Galaxy Five. Terms have 
been agreed, subject to a time limit. As time is short, they will 
winkle the miners out with Aggedor. Then Sarah and the Ambassador 

see the Doctor and Gebek outside the refinery door. 


Eckersley tells Azaxyr that he will have to return to the communications 
room to re-set the Agqedor controls. When he leaves, the Doctor deals 
with the alarm. But once he, Gebek and Sarah are in the refinery, the 
Ice Warriors begin to break in. 


Episode Six (Rec. No. 90718) 


Using the Aggedor apparatus, the Doctor manages to kill two of the Ice 
Warriors. The third, Sskel, escapes. Then Doctor Who manages to use 
the machinery to convince the surviving miners that Aggedor is on their 
side. But Eckersley sets off the alarm system. Sarah gets away, but 
the Doctor stays to make use of the fiery ray to attack the Ice Warriors. 


Sarah returns, but the Doctor collapses, apparently unconscious. 
The miners reach the throne room, and Sskel and Azaxyr are killed with 
their own weapons. But Eckersley uses Thalira as a hostage and begins 


to make his way to a shuttle craft through the labyrinth of tunnels. 


The Doctor comes round. He had taken refuge from the alarm noise in a 
complete sensory withdrawal. 


The Doctor fetches the real Aggedor, and uses him to track down Eckersley. 
The animal rescues the Queen; both it and Eckersley are killed in the 
action. 


News comes from the Federation that, as the plot with Azaxyr has failed, 
Galaxy Five are anxious to make peace. 


Doctor Who is offered the post of Chancellor Peladon but he tells Thalira 
that there is no better man for the job than Gebek. 


He and Sarah take off in the Tardis.
